This action was taken u pon receipt 
of a cabled plea from Major Herbert

tion , who escaped death by a para­ 
chu te leap when 
his plan e 
collided 
with that in which the two fliers lost 
their liv es. 
Heartbroken ov er the loss of his 
two comrades, hu t ready to “carry on ” 
he cabled H. Tru mee Dav ison , assist­ 
an t secretary of 
war, in charg e 
of 
av iation , for permission to u phold the 
best tradition s of the arm y aid ser­ 
v ice an d con tin u e 
the 
flig ht. 
This 
was g ran ted Satu rday aftern oon after 
Secretary Dav ison , Major Gen eral Ma­ 
son M. Patrick, chief of the air ser­ 
v ice 
an d 
Brig adier 
Gen eral 
J. E. 
Fechet, assistan t chief, con du cted a 
lon g con feren ce. 
They ha/1 before them the official 
report of Major Darg u e, apparen tly 
u n hu rt after the collision in the air 
an d his leap to the earth in a para­ 
chu te.

Major Darg u e said he believ ed that 
Captain Clin ton F. Woolsey an d Lieu ­ 
ten an t John 
W. Ben ton , 
who were 
fly in g the “ Detroit” when the crash

The plan es behin d an d to his 
rig ht an d left obey ed, on e tu rn in g ou t 
to the rig ht, the ‘Detroit’ to the left.

was a t a slig htly lower altitu de, an d 
tu rn in g to the rig ht as he started his 
g lide to lan d, the n ose of his plan e 
stru ck the ‘New York.’

The first 
high-school association of which there 
is record was at lola, Mich., organized 
in 
1870. 
This 
association 
included 
boys and girls and ex isted fo r only 
two or three years. 
In 18S9 at Chap­ 
man, Kan,, among the boys of the 
country high school, there was or­ 
ganized the first high-school Young 
Men’s Christian association that has 
had a continuous ex istence. 
This or­ 
ganization is now an affiliated lli-Y 
club and has maintained a continuous 
service. 
Later, city associations de­ 
veloped what weiv q uite generally 
called hieh-school boys’ clubs, often 
called “Bean Clubs’’ because of the 
main article of food used at their sup­ 
pers. 
For some years the statement 
has been made that the term “Hi-Y 
01 ub’* was used fir<t by the West sid<j 
branch of the Cleveland (Ohio) asso­ 
ciation.

Waggoner, 
multimillionaire 
banker and rancher. 
Both father and grandfather were 
in tlie courtroom of Judge Emmett 
Moore when the jury returned its ver­ 
dict 
Attorneys and physicians had 
been employed by the family in its 
effort to prove that the young man is 
mentally unsound. 
His mother was 
the late Eleetra Waggoner Wharton, 
several times married and divorced. 
Only a few days ago Mrs. Doris Edna 
Day of Abilene, Tex as, latest of bis 
six wives, filed a suit against Wharton 
for $150,000 damages. 
Testimony developed that Wharton’s 
first marriage was to a California girl 
in 1025. whose name was not disclosed, 
while the other marriages were to Isa 
Riley, June 1, 19 26, at Palm Beach, 
F la.; Mary Melton, November 9 . 19 26, 
at Dallas; Irene Rolfe November 24, 
19 26. 
at Bartlesville,

cember 4, 1026, at Abilene.

p lu s energy in a dissolute life and this 
is the result. 
He was given an un­ 
limited ex pense account and all he 
had to do was to kill time and spend 
a fortune any way he pleased. 
So he 
isn't altogether to blame. 
It is this 
very thing that is America’s greatest 
problem today, but if wealthy parents 
won’t make their sons work, nothing 
can lie done about it,” 
Grandfather Big R ancher, 
W. T. Waggoner, the grandfather, 
owns one of the largest ranches in

OATS WITH CORN M AKE 
E X C ELLEN T HOG FEED. 
Oats can sometimes be used to ad­ 
v antage in limited q uantities for fa t­ 
tening pigs, say s W. L. Robison, a s­ 
sistant in anim al industry at the Ohio 
ex perim ent 
station. 
Howev er, 
they 
are too bulky for satisfactory use as 
the only grain in the ration, he say s. 
The hulls which make up approx im ate­ 
ly 30 per cent of the w eight of stand­ 
ard oats, hav e practically no nutritiv e 
v alue and m ake the feed so fibrous 
th a t pigs are unable to gain rapidly 
on it. 
In trials a t the Ohio Ex perim ent 
Station, pigs fed oats and tankage 
produced 1.08 pounds and those on 
corn and tankage 1.42 pounds of gain 
per head daily . 
The effect of oats on the rate of 
grow th w as also shown in other com­ 
parisons of grain in the ration, all of 
the pigs receiv ing tankage alike. 
Fhe 
av erage daily gain of those receiv ing 
corn as 
the 
only 
grain 
was 
1.75 
pounds; tw o-!thirds corn 
and 
one- 
third oats. 1.57 pounds; one-third corn 
and tw o-thirds oats; 1.49 pounds; and 
oats as the only grain, .9 9 pound. 
Oats used as the only grain were 
worth only three-fourths as much a 
pound as corn. 
Oats fed as one-third 
with 
corn 
tw o-thirds 
were 
worth 
almost ten per cent more than when 
fed without corn. 
This gav e the oats 
a v alue of 85 per cent that of an 
eq ual weight of corn, or the ground 
oats when fed with corn was worth 
half as much per bushel as the corn. 
Oats with the hulls sifted out, or 
hulled oats was w orth som ew hat more 
than corn. 
They are an efficient feed, 
especially when included in the ration 
for sta rting y oung pigs.

At no time in the past ten 
y ears has there been such a fav or­ 
able opportunity for the m an o** 
woman who milks cows to acq uire 
good blood. In 19 22 pure-bred daiv> 
bulls of all breeds av eraged $222.0*1 
Today this same pure-bred bull i* 
being purchased for an av erage o' 
$158.00. Still more marked is th. 
decline in av erage prices of pure 
bred cows, which in 19 22 brought 
$211.00, 
but 
today 
is 
changing 
hands for $134.00. 
The marked adv antage of using 
pure-bred bulls, declares the Insti­ 
tute, is easily shown in a study of 
a 
recent surv ey 
of 
577 
farm s. 
Those farm ers who used a scrub 
bull from one to fiv e y ears had a 
labor income of $19 8.00— less than 
a hired m an’s wages. 
Continuing 
the use of scrub bulls from five 
to ten y ears, they found themselv es 
$243.00 in the hole. But the fa nn­ 
ers who used pure-bred bulls from 
one to five y ears had a labor in­ 
come of $709 .00 and when these 
same pure-bred bulls were used 
continuously up to ten y ears, the 
labor income jum ped to $1,102.00 
p er y ear. 
The dairy fa rm er who usas good 
milk cows will find, as alway s, that 
they will help to make his finanei.V 
position secure, carry part of the 
burden of his m ortgages and tax e*-, 
buy education for his children, pa :r 
for the new house and m.-n 
leav e the farm itself more prod •- 
tiv e as the y ears roll by . Now j. 
the opportunity of a decade » 
build up a pure-bred dairy herd, 
according to the Institute.

Good dairy cows cost more than 
common ones, but it is not alway s 
necessary to pay big prices to get 
good cows, declares the Blue Val- 
ley Creamery Institute. At present 
price.-, good dairy cows can be pur­ 
chased for $150 and up, while the 
common kind often cost as much as 
$75. A group of four herds of good 
cows in a Wisconsin cow testing 
association recently y ielded an in­ 
come abov e feed cost of $127.83 
per cow by producing in one y ear 
9 ,684 pounds milk containing 417.8 
pounds butterfat. The low 
com* of 
the 
same 
association 
produced 
3,521 
pounds 
milk 
and 
131.6 
pounds b utterfa t with an income 
ov er cost of feed of $21.57. 
The 
records of this association show 
th at the good cow prov ided her 
owner with a y early income ov eT 
cost of feed which was six times 
gre ater than the income from the 
poor cow. In other words, the in­ 
come from the good cow was found 
to be eq ual to th at of six cows 
hav ing the productiv e ability of the 
poor cow, which shows th a t one 
good cow in this instance could 
well take the place of six common 
cows. 
By replacing the low pro­ 
ducing cows, the better cows not 
only increase the income ov er feed 
cost, but also req uire less work 
and less room in the barn and in 
the field and 
produce milk and 
cream much more economically be­ 
cause of these factors, the insti­ 
tute states. 


ADAPT READING TO 
THE CHILDISH MIND 


A child’s brain rarely assumes the 
analy tical stage until he Is bey ond the 
age of ten. say s John Martin, editor 
of “John M artin’s Book, the Child's 
Magazine.” 
Up to that time a child 
thinks in images.

It was her expectation to 
be literary woman in connection with 
her work as college professor, she also 
wrote “ How to Win," a history or’ 
Evanston and many others. 
How she 
came into-the work :

read of the Crusade in the Chica vo 
Post, edited by her brother, Oliver, 
and because absorbingly intrested in 
it as well 
as her mother. 
In i s ? ! 
was a time of raal heartbreak for 
Miss Willard on account of difficul­ 
ties at the university. 
She resigne 1 
her 
position as dean and professor. 
In August she received a letter from 
Mrs. L. S. Rounds, who led the cru­ 
sade movement in Chicago ask ing her 
to come to Chicago and act as presi­ 
dent of the local W. C. T. U. 
On the 
same day she received this letter she 
also received a definite offer from the 
principal 
of a ladies’ school 
in New 
Yor; City off ring her $2,500 a yar if 
she would act as preceptress teaching 
a little or as much as she pleased but 
exercising a helpful influence over the 
young ladies. 
She was entirely with­ 
out income, yet so profound was the 
impression that God called her to tin* 
work of the W. C. T. U., that she at 
once wrote to New York declining Dr. 
Van Norm an’s 
offer and 
to 
Mrs. 
Rounds accepting the position of pres­ 
ident of the W. C. T. U. of Chicago. 
It was indeed well for the world 
that Frances Willard thus decided. No 
woman has ever done so much to lift 
humanity heavenward. Best beloved, 
God crowned. 
Little incidents in the life of Fran­ 
ces E. Willard was read by Mrs. Ber­ 
nice Ginder. 
The “small sweet cour­ 
tesies" meant so much to her and she 
never 
failed to
